Strange Condition of Affairs 
Caused by a Bequest. 


The Character of Oertsin Charitable 
Institutions Questioned. 


ARCHBISHOP KAIN AND TRUSTEE HER- 
HEGSEY CANNOT AGRER. 


A Case New Pending tn Court to Deter- 
mine Whether St. Philemena’s In- 
dustrial Schoel and the House of the 
Guardian Angel Are Orphan Asylums 
or Net—mebert Boyle's will. 


A peeuliar condition of affairs exists among 
the managers of certain Catholic institutions 
because of the bequests of the late Robert 
Boyle, who died some five years ago. His 
will, among other bequests, left one-half of 
about $82,000 to be divided among four chari- 
table institutions. Two of these were the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society and the Little Sis- 
ters of the Poor. To these the sum of $18,000, 
or thereabouts, was duly paia. The other 
$8,000 was left to be divided 
by the trustee named in the will, between 
the two Catholic orphan asylums which the 
Archbisbop of st. Louis should decide were 
the most needy. 

The will named David Hennessey, the real 
estate dealer, as the trustee. Some litiga- 
tion delayed the settling of the estate so that 
it was not until the sammer of 19898¢hat Mr. 
Hennessy was able to fulfil) the copditions of 
histrust. He then cast about and decided 
upon the institutions known as . Philome- 
na’s Industrial School and the House of the 
Guardian Angel. To these he made pre para- 
tion to pay the money. He gave letters to 
that effect to the sisters of that institution. 
This was on Aug. 21, 1898. 

The Catholic Orphan Board, learning of 
Mr, Hennessey’s intentions, brought the mat- 
ter before Archbishop Kenrick aad showed 
to him that the two institutions named were 
not in reality Orphan asylums. The St. 
Philomena School, it was claimed, was an 
inductrial school and was practically seif- 
supporting, while the House of the Guardian 
Angel was a reformatory. Upon their repre- 
sentation, on Aug. 21, the same day on 
which Mr. Hennessey’s decision was made, 
Archbishop Kenrick wrote a letter to Mr.

On Aug. N, Bowever, the sisters from &t. 
Philomena’s and the House of the Guerdian 
Angel brought their letters from Mr. Hen 
nessey to Archbishop Keprick and he O Kd 
the selection.

Just at this time Archbishop Kain was ap- 
pointed coadjutor and came to st. Louis. 
The matter was laid before him by the 
Board of Orphans’ Homes, and he im- 
mediately notified Mr. Hennessey that he 
was in charge of the diocese and would not 
sanction the money being paid to 
St. Philemena’s and the House 


of the Guardian Angel. Mr. Hen- 
nessey replied that nis choice had been made 
and sanctioned by Archbishop Kenrick. 
Archbishop Kain them notified him that he 
had talked with the sisters of the institutions 
named, and they waived their claim to the 
bequest. But Mr. Hennessey was obdurate, 
and said he would either pay the money to 
the institutions he had selected or zone. 

The matter ran along in this way for sev. 
eral weeks, when Mr. Henmessey notified 
Archbishop Kain that the trust had about 
expired, andthat if he did not allow the 
money to be 4 to St. Philomona’s and 
the ouse of the Guardian Angel it 
would be turned over to the heir of 
Robert Boyle. At this Archbishop Kain at 
once eausedacivf suit to be instituted to 
compel Mr. Hennessey, as. trustee, to carry 
out histrust by lag the money over as 
the Archbishop Ges „ or else forfeit his 
trust. The case was jheard at the last term 
of court and Judge Dillon, without making 
any decision, the two institutions, 
St. Philomena’s and the House of the 
Guardiagm Angel, to be made co-defendants 
and answer at the — term of court.

Course. 


CLAIMED THAT THERE ARE NOT AC- 
COMMODATIONS FOR THER. 


Only Forty-three Young Ladies ef the 
Gradeating Class ef Eighty-five et 
Last Year Permitted te Continue 
Their Stadtes ter Pesitiens as Teach- 
ers—Thne Cemplication Caused by a 
Rule Limiting Nermal Scheol Pupils 
te 150—Hardships it Werks. 


Forty-two young ladies, last June's gradu- 
ates ofthe High School, Were turned away 
from the Normal School yesterday. They 
wished to consecrate themselves to the cause 
of education in the S8t. Louis public 
Schools and went to the High 
School Building on Grand avenue 
yesterday to begin the year and a half eourso 
in pedagogic studies in ne normal depart- 
ment necessary to nt them for teachers. A 
total of eighty-five High School graduates of 
last year presented themselves. They 
were first told that they might take 
an extension of their vacations 
until next Thursday. This order was re- 
called and Principal Soldan broke the sad 
news that he had directions to enforce a long 
unobserved rule, namely, that the number 
of pupils in the Normal department 
must not exceed 150. Already 107 of 
last year’s Normal puplis had reported 
for studies; therefore only forty-three of 
the eighty-five High Scbool graduates could 
be admitted. Mr. Soldan selected the forty- 
three who obtained the highest averages at 
the examiuations last year and enrolled 
them as Normal pupils.

The Democrats Make a Clean Sweep 
in Arkansas. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. 4.—Unoffiicial re- 
turns from forty counties show that the 
Democrats have carried every county by 
majorities ranging from 150 to 1,500. Carroll 
County, the home ot Powell Clayton, went 
Democratic by 180. Gen. Clarke returned 
this morning from Helena. He estimates 
the vote in the State to be about 185,000 and 
says he is elected by over 30,000 majority. 
All river counties, whére there is a large 
Republican vote, went Democratic. In Cle- 
burne County the vote is very close between 
the Democratic and Populist tickets, with 
the chances that several eandidates on the 
local ticket of the latter’s will be elected. In 
Clark County the Populists voted for Rem- 
mell, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, while the Republicans voted 
for the Populist candidate for the 
Legislature. The vote is very close and will 
require the official count to decide the con- 
test. The vote throughout the State will be 
a bout 30, 000 less than it was two years ago, 
and at the same time the Democratic major- 
ity will be larger. In thiscounty the entire 
Pemocratic ticket is elected from 1,000 to 1,- 
500 majority. Inthe country precincts the 
vote is three to one for the Demvocratic 
ticket. In Desha County, beretofore a Re- 
publican county, nota single Populist vote 
was polled, an the county returned a 
Democratic majority of over 500. 
lwo amendments to the constitu- 
tion were voted for, one authorizing counties 
to levy a é-mili tax for road pur sana 
another authorising the Governor to ul 
vacancies in office by 8 Many 
Counties voted against these amendments, 
Dut it is believed at State Central Committee 
headquarters that both will be adopted by 


small majorities. 

A telegram just received from Crawford 
County, where the Populists and Republicans 
had outa fusion ticket, announces that ro- 
turns from all the precincts but one had been 
received, and that all the Democrats on this 
local ticket are elected by majorities ranging 
from 50 to 0 Demoeracy Las made a clean 
sweep of Arkansas.

SOUGHT REFUGE IN A WELL. 
DuLvutTsa, Minn., Sept. 4.—Oliver Dubois, a 
French-Canadian farmer living on the out - 
skirts of the little village of Sandstone, was 
among the 260 refugees from that stricken 


spot. He saved hig life by jumping into the 
bottom ofa dry well and was one of the very 
few who took such a refuge and did not find 
It a grave already dag. His experience was 
similar in many ways to that of scores and 
hundreds of others, but it shows the fearful 
speed of the fames. 

Air, Dubois wasa little distance from his 
home, his §family happening to be absent. 
He heard in the south a mightly roaring and 
thought a cyclone was coming. The biack- 
ness of the sky added to this bDelief and he 
ran still further from the building to escape 
any fying sticks that might come from the 
house. He threw himself dow at the root of 
astump, bis head under a root. Scearcely 
was he on the ground Defore the awful heat 
and the freshowed that he contended not 
witha cycione but with fame. There was a 
well a few feet away into which he jumped. 
It was twelve feet deep, and wasdry. Above 
him he could see the rolling cioud of flames 
high in the alr and then Gown close to the 
ground. His position grew stifiing, and the 
air seemed to be so exhausted that he could 
only brethe by clawing a hole in the damp 
earth and pressing his facé to the side. 

As soon as one place got too stifilng he 
would make another iittie fresh spot. The 
well filled with smoke and gas, but after a 
time that seemed hours, bat was probably 
about thirty minutes, he managed to clamber 
out.

A BACK WITH DEATH. 
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Engineer Best's Story ef the Ride 
Threugh Blazing Weeds.

On the 
other hand the safety ot the train and its 
passengers lay in prompt retreat. To stay 
and rescue as many as we could was our 
duty, of course, but the great question, and 
upon it hun treds of lives hung, was: How 
long dare we wait? 

Ed Barry was there with engine No, 2% 
and he and W. Campbell, the 
conductor, were as plucky and 
brave lellows as ever passed 5 
mile post. Weknew we were safe in making 
time for Wwe could return on No, 2878 time, 
and as this train had therightof way we 
Knew that no othertrain would dare to stay 
op the main line without orders if moving 
south. We hastily coupled a portion of 
Campbell's freignt train with the engine 
ahead on to the rear of our train. 

The fames-pursued people rushed toward 
our train and plied intothe cars. Some of 
them were aged and then there was the help- 
less women and children who had to be 
helped aboard. We had to shift the position 
of the train several times to prevent it from 
catching fire. 

**We were all Dreathing fre as it was. We 
saw many sights that would have filled us 
with horror if seen under other circumstan- 
ces, but there was horror everywhere. We 
saw people falidown overcome bythe heat 
andsmoke. I saw mothers with their babes 
make a last despairing effort to shelter their 
hetpless charges. It wasasight to make 
men Weep, let alone angels. We saw people 
surrounded by fire, but there is no use in my 
describing it to you. — 

*"An eye-witness Knows what de saw. but 
It is positively indescribable. If Vietor Hugo 
could have seen that seething hell of 
flames he might be able to describe it, 
but it would require a gifted tongue to tell it. 
A few of our passengers became panic. 
stricken and wanted to pull out regardless of 
sufferers at Hinckley, but of ccurse none of 
us thought of doing so cowardly and selfish 
anaction. We got about 100 people «from 
Hinckley aboard, maybe more, and slipped 
away to take others who had ran up the 
track. 

At last we realized that the critical mo- 
ment Rad arrived.

A very large percentage Of those who 
remained perished. Away we went through 
the blating woods and maybe we didn’t fiy.

But this tenderness does not 
prevent free permission to dish up 
descriptions of cases and carvings for the 
medical journals. All the secrets of the 
‘‘innards’’ of the poor, which must be 

ept sacred from the pencils of the daily 
press reporter, may be laid open with elab- 
orate exactness in the columns of the doc- 
tors’ own journal. 

This evident inconsistency and discri mi- 
nation between news in the daily press 
and newsin the periodical journals are 
suggestive.

SCHMIDT TOOK POISON. 


Evidence Diseovered That the Saleen- 
Keeper Committed Suicide. 


Deputy Coroner Albers held the inquest on 
the body of C. F. William Schmidt, the 
salvon-keeper, who was found dead last 
night at his home, 2735 Lasalle street, 
and the result was a verdict 
of suicide. This verdict was reached 
through the discovery of a ‘**polson’’ 
envelope labeled ‘‘cyanide of potash, 2 
grains. This was found ia a stove in the 
room in which Schmidt died. It was wrapped 
in a newspaper. 

Mrs. Emma schmidt, wife of the deceased, 


gaia he had been sickly for the past year, 
drank a great deal and often said he wished 


he was dead. 

Yesterday at 4 p. m. be called her into his 
room and after a little while told her 
to go out. About 6 O'eloex she returned 
and found the door of the room closed, which 
was something unussal. On entering she 
found her husband deadin bed and frotn 
coming from his mouth. One ot the neigh. 
bors found the envelope,whica had contained 
the poison in the stove. 

H. C. Ellebrecht of 1820 Benton street said 
he knew the deceased eleven years, and that 
for two years past he had been threatening 
suicide as soon as his money would give out.

William is employed asa packer at Keller’s 
mills on the Hast Side and is his mother’s 
main support. John is out of work, and 


has been for several months, and James has

Mrs. Duffy's hard luck began when she was 
quite a young woman. Something got into 
her eye, which became inflamed, grew worse, 
and she finally lost the sight of it. This was 
so long ago, however, that she has become 
accustomed to it, and does not complain. 

Mr. Duly was a teamster. Sixteen years 
ago he was driving for the Park 

lis, and one day drove up in front 
of the mill where the steam from the eugine 
was escaping with a loud hiss. Tue horses be- 
came frightened, ran away ane ur. Daffy 
was thrown from the wagon and bis neck 
broken. 

The next bad luck come to Mrs. Duffy 
about five years ago. Her son, Edward, next 
tothe oldest, went out to the theater one 
bight and shortly after midnight he was 
shot by a policeman. It appears that, with 
some companions, he was seen around the 
rear of a saloon at the corner of Twelfth 
and Pine and seemedto be breaking in. 
When an officer cameupthe young men ran 
and he fired, which resulted in the killing 
of young Daffy. 

A little over a year ago Mrs. Duffy was get- 
ting supper one evening, when turning sud- 
denly. she slipped, and endeavoring to save 
herself from the fall, broke her wrist. he 
bone was set at the (infirmary, but it was a 
pad joo, and now urs. Duffy’s arm is 
crooked and practically useless, as she can- 
not close her ieft hand. 

The last blow was the death of her daugh- 
ter Frances. Twoofthe boys had deen out 
of work so long that the family is greatly in 
want of many things. When Frances got 
the place at the Union Station se 
was greatly pleased, asshe, toa, had been 
out of work for some months. mut I'll take 
care of you now, mother, she said a few days 
agowhen her mother was complaining of 
how many things she needed. soshe went 
to work and to-day lies a corpse lu the front 
room on the second floor of 1004 Market, 

It was a terribie death to dle.“ said Mrs. 
Duffy to the PosTtT-DISPATCH reporter. Tue 
blow ngust have been an awful one, and the 

oor giri’s head all cracked open. It’s 

ust about sixteen years ago since 
her father was brought in 
to me in the game way. He was a good man 
rest bis soul, and it’sa hard time I’ve nad 
since he died.

When Mrs. Donohoe reached 
the window she sawthat it would take al- 
most a miracle forthe firemen to raise their 
ladders in time to save ber children. Below 
a cloth awning was down, and she took the 
chance of dropping her little ones upon this. 
Giving each what she thought would be her 
last kiss she dropped first Julia and then 
Hubert. The awning was strong enough to 
stand the strain, and as the children rolled 
om they were caught by those whose hearts 
had almost stopped beating when they were 
dropped.

After the stocks now on 
hand at the retailers have been sold out 
will be easier to collect this tax, because 
cards Can then be stampedin the first piace 
at the manufacturers’ establishment.

Health Commissioner Homan has estab- 
lished a new rale regarding the treatment of 
Dispensary physicians, which deprives them 
of their vacations. It has been a custom 
since time immemorial to allow the Dis- 
pensary physicians a short leave of absence 
with pay. During the summer the Dispen- 
sary physicians applied to the Health Com- 
missioner for vacations, bat they were told 
to wait. To-day the Health Commissioner 
issued a manifesto in which he informs the 


Dispensa physicians that if they take a 
leave of a mee they must furmish and pay 
& satisfactory substitute during their ab- 
sence, 

In addition to this the Health Oommis.- 
sioner has refused to allow the Dispensary 
physicians anything for inspectiug imm!- 
grants, although at the time he ordered the 
services performed he told them ia an 
unequivocal manner that they would receive 
extra compensation for such work. 

These acts of the Heaith Com- 
missioner have greatiy disturbed the 
harmony and effectiveness of dispensary 
work, The Dispensary physicians, Drs. Jor- 
Gan, Kearney, Fitzpatrick and Moore, while 
they are not at liberty tosay anything con- 
cerning the arbitrary methoas adoptea by 
their superior, apparently feel that they 
have been imposed upon and that promises 
made by the Health Commissioner have been 
violated in the grossest manner. 

The Health Commissioner when asked why 
he bad made the innovation would give no 
other explanation than the simple assertion 
that ‘‘somebody must do the worn. It is 
said that oneof the dispensary physicians 
has the Health OCommissioner’s written 
promise of extra pay for ins ting immi- 
grants during the orld’s Fair year and 
that he has never received anything except 
the thanks of the department for his services. 

They do not believe that the public would 
approve of so smali and parsimonious a 
policy which deprives them of their well- 
earned brief vacations or pay for 
extra wore which they may be 
Called upon to 40, for s¢étheir duties 
and hours are hard and long, and their sai- 
aries very short. Merchants and others, 
they claim, give vacations to employes who 
have less arduous duties and far better pay, 
and they think the citizens do not expect 
more of their subordinate public servants 
than they would of private employes.
